I think some material on the basics 
of satellite operation and what AMSAT is all about would be well 
received. As you are aware there is an exciting new facit in com- 
munications just ahead with our Phase III satellite program. This 
very sophisticated bird, in a high elliptical orbit, will provide 


transcontinental communications for several hours per day. In 


addition to the scientific and educational aspects of the program 
provisions are planned for the National Traffic System and 
emergency communications. ‘s 

In preparation for this program, education and user training 
becomes a priority item. I think through the pages of Florida Skip 
we could make some in-roads and generate further awareness of 
the program in an effort to avoid, what some claim will be “‘chaos”’ 
on the Phase III satellites. 

We have started a very informal net for the exchange of info and 
encouragement of satellite operation, Sunday mornings 7180 KHz 
at 1300 UTC (0800 EST). Will also monitor 145.800 USB as well as the 
6 meter call freq.

MORE ON “RUSSIAN WOODPECKER” 


The following item concerning the ‘Russian Woodpeck- 
er’ was inserted into the CONGRESSIONAL RECORD by 
Senator Goldwater (K7UGA): 

SOVIET INTERFERENCE IN THE AMATAEUR RADIO 
BAND. 

Mr. Goldwater. Mr. President, I want to bring to my 
colleagues’ attention a matter which I am afraid demonstrates 
once again the one-way street that cooperation with the Sov- 
iet Union has become. 

Recently, the amateur radio frequencies have been sub- 
jected to an increasing amount of radio frequency interferen- 
ce. The source of this interference has been traced to the 
operation by the Soviet Union of an over-the-horizon radar sy 
system in the amateur band. Both the Federal Communicat- 
ion Commission and the Department of State have attempt- 
ed to resolve the problem, but have been met by a lack of 
cooperation from the Soviet Union. 

Mr. President, in my view -- both as an amateur radio 
operator and a U.S. Senator — this is a serious matter which 
must be resolved satisfactorily. The public service that this 
country’s amateurs perform must be able to contin.

There are really three reasons for this letter: First, due to the Postal Service's having

The main reason, though, is to comment on the article, in the July Skip, by C.J. Bolvin, 
K4KQ, entitled ‘What We Can Do About The High Age Level Of Licensed Amateurs’’. I 
am in COMPLETE agreement with what Charley wrote! As a matter of fact, I would 
underline a couple of points he made with respect to the conduct of the typical Novice 
class; the presence of ‘The World’s Foremost Electronics Authority” that every such 
class seems to have one or two of, and the class trip to view some elaborate and expensive 
shack that in the mind of the not-so-well-heeled student HAS TO BE the main engineer's 
console for the Voice of America! I got my first license in W5-land, and our class suffered 
from these shortcomings exactly as he described them. 

Another point that should be taken into account: The teenaged student can surely learn 
the code, written material and regulations in preparation for the FCC exam far easier 
than can their parents, everything else being equal. (I know about that, too. My son 
- passed his General the first time; it took his father TWICE.) 

The third reason for the letter is to tell you just a little bit about an amateur radio club 
with which I have been associated since its founding. That is The 3905 Century Club, Inc. It 
runs awards nets on both 75 meters and 40 meters. It is incorporated (not-for-profit) in the 
State of Florida. We have directors in each of the 10 U'S. call-areas, anda DX Director in 
Canada. We had our first Club “Eyeball West”’, in Jackson Hole, WY. We have over 700 
members, at last count; and, we believe we are unique, in one respect: Last January, we 
had our first election for Club President and Vice-President, ON THE AIR. We had some 
37%, of our members cast their votes, during the four hours alloted for the election. 

I have had the pleasure to serve both at the first 4th Call-area Director and as the first 
Corporation Resident Agent. Those jobs have been passed on to others, now, but the Club 
has asked me to take on the responsibilities of editing a quarterly newsletter that we hope 
to be able to get off the ground by this summer's end. So, the next time you run into a 
“glitch”, on the SKIP, just remember there's another guy, up the road a piece, with the 
same headaches!
